By Requirements Of Bu­ 
reau Of Inspection. 


Safeguarding 
the 
Pennsylvania 
public against hazards of fire and 
panic in theaters and movie houses 
is one of the least known but most 
important activities of the bureau 
of inspection, department of labor 
and 
industry. 
Deputy 
Secretary 
Charlotte E. Carr, director, said to­ 
day, This protec * ion 
is extended 
to every section of the common­ 
wealth, exclusive 
of Philadelphia 
Pittsburgh and Scranton, through 
tile fire and panic act. 
Pointing to the safeguards re­ 
quired in 
movie 
houses, theaters 
and all other places of public as­ 
sembly, Miss Carr said: 
“Not one 
person in one hundred, perhaps, en­ 
joying a play or a movie, is at all 
conscious of the part played by the 
department of labor and industry 
I*, makin: the theater or movie 
house safe. The requirements 
of 
standard steel and asbestos booths 
for projecting machines in movie 
houses and the presence of fire 
fighting 
apparatus 
within 
easy 
reach of the operator are all check­ 
ed carefully by the department of 
labor and industry" 
Department regulations also re­ 
quire that securely fastened seats 
be so spaced that aisles of suffi­ 
cient width enable people to reach 
exits easily. Wide doors are re­ 
quired to be plainly marked by 
lighted signs marking jamming al­ 
most impossible. 
"Most Important of ail depart­ 
ment regulations dealing with the 
problem of fire and panic hazards,” 
caid Miss Carr, "is the requirement 
of department approval of building 
plans before erection. Before i*ny 
building is either erected or remod­ 
eled 
for 
entertainment 
purpc.v * 
(he plans must be examined by the 
bureau of inspection. 
Representa­ 
tives of the bureau cover every part 
oi the state where the department 
has jurisdiction and are constantly 
on the alert to maintain its re­ 
quirements.’
